SESSION OF THE LEGISLATURE 
Governor W, W\ Brandon is moving mighty slow on the 
point of calling the legislature into special session snd 
friends of the proposed besad issue of $75,000,606 are hi* 
coming a bit uneasy, fearing that Alabama is going to re­ 
main in the mud, principally because the legislature is 
tied down by the governor and consequently to unable to 
act. 
Such a case is not true for we know Governor Brandon 
to be a friend of the good roads policy for his state—he 
will be among the last in the state to stand back ami 
watch the plan fail through. 
He and Chairman John A. 
j Rogers are working harmoniously and the two new mem­ 
bers of the commission seem to have fallen in line like­ 
wise. 
There is one plausible reason for the delay and hesi- 
! tancy in placing the great bond issue before the legis- 
I la tors. Governor Brandon is evidently not certain of his 
| footing—does not get know the number,of friends ready 
I to back the issue nor the strength of the opposition. 
If 
such is the case then the chief executive is showing splen- 
i did political judgment for should the issue be brought to 
I the attention of the legislature and then voted down,4t is 
I likely that many months would then pass before Alabama 
could have another chance to pull herself out of the mud. 
The state of Alabama is not only in the mud with her 
present system of roads, the state is likewise gaining a 
hurtful reputation for having the poorest roads in the 
southland. South Carolina used to bear that reputation— 
she has shifted the responsibility and it is fast settling 
upon the shoulders of Alabama. All around us road build­ 
ing is going on, the neighboring states seeing the ad­ 
vantage in good advertising and trade to he gained. Ala­ 
bama in the meanwhile is apparently resting on her oars, 
preparing for the final and crucial test. 
We hope this final test will take the form of passage 
of the bond issue and that the effort to remove the state 
from ¡II repute in the road line will not fall short 
We 
are handcuffed and shackled until there is some move­ 
ment iff the direction <4 better mada. JWbat is the use 
fot farmers raising fine crops if they cannot get them to 
market? 
What is the use of people advertising their 
towns as being the garden spot of the earth if other peo­ 
ple cannot get to them at any and all times? 
It is a 
plain case of wasted energy. 
A vote against the bond 
issue either by the people or by the legislature will mean 
a vote against the state of Alabama, and we feel that 
there 1» no such effort being put forth by anyone in this 
state. Alabamians who are enthusiastic ever the growth 
of the state will prove enthusiastic for the bond issue 
likewise.

Quite a controversy has grown from a recent editorial 
utterance of Arthur Brisbane, editorial leader of America 
and a writer for The Daily. Brisbane has spoken of the 
debt which we owe France. 
He sees in the American 
Revolution, a growth from the French Revolution and in 
his view he is taken to task by the N atiO fl R< 
1 
m 
a sensible argument, saying: 
In one of his widely circulated editorials. Arthur _±_ 
Brisbane says that jn our dealings with France the 
face should not be overlookéd that America owes 
France a great debt of gratitude in that the inspira­ 
tion of our struggle for national independence was in 
the writings of the French philosophers of the eigh­ 
teenth century and in the French revolution. 
- 
For this contention there is no substantial hif^fci- 
cal basis. 
The American Revolution differed widely 
from the French revolution in its causes, its pur­ 
poses and its results. It might better be said that the 
American Revolution was 
the 
inspiration 
of 
the 
French revolution, but the Frenfch revolution took 
such a turn that those who fought our war for in­ 
dependence, and established our government, regarded 
its excesses with horror. 
Americans did not throw 
off the yoke of one despotism in order to take on the 
yoke of another; they did not overthrow the tyranny 
of a monarch only to submit themselves to the tyranny 
of a mob. Our Revolution was not, as was the French 
revolution, a class war, culminating m a mer** ex­ 
change of despotisms. 
It was not a civil war, but 
the rise of a fraternal nation. 
The 
constructive 
course of our Revolutionary 
'founders set America on a pathway of liberty upon 
which the feet of the republic have been kept during 
all the 138 years which have followed the adoption 
of our Constitution. 
Because France mistook class 
war for freedom that nation fell beneath the sway 
of a military dictator who drenched Europe with 
blood. After Waterloo, France wavered between re­ 
publicanism and monarchy lor sixty year#- 
The French revolution more nearly resembled th« 
Russian than the American 
Revolution. 
As 
the 
French revolution eventuated in tyranny, so has the 
Russian revolution. 
Russia, like the France of Na­ 
poleonic era, is ruled by the bayonet, though less in­ 
telligently and liberally, and like the France of Na­ 
poleon Bonaparte, seeks world-wide dominion through 
the destruction of other nations. 
Our Revolutionary forefathers were trained in self- 
government.’ They were practical men, not dreaming 
doctrinaires. 
They 
were 
patriots, 
not ‘ fanatical 
preachers of class hatred. 
They learned little froto 
Europe, except what to avoid in the institutions they 
reared. 
The Russians have been imitators Ig " 
espierrc, Danton and Marat, but these preachers of 
liberty and praetitionérs of tyranny happily have no 
prototypes in our Revolutionary history.
